YOKOHAMA. 


The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3rd Nov. ; 
but the Pacific mail chartered steamer Vancouver arrived at San 
Francisco on the Ist inst., with news to the 9th November 


The following summary of news has been telegraphed to New 
York :— 


There is much discussion concerning the displacement of the 
director and English emp/oyés of the Mint at Osaka’ The 
British community and newspapers of Yokohama complain 
bitterly, as if actual wrong had been done them, and proclaim 
that the national coinage will become valueless with the Mint 
taken away from British manazement. The matter is a serious 
one for the Japanese Government, and is totally misrepresented 
here. Some time since a contract was made with the Oriental 
Bank Corporation to superinvend the establishment of a Mint 
among other public works. This contract expires early in 1875, 
but the Corporation has claimed the right to make future engage- 
ments, officials in the Mint and elsewhere. The Government 
denies this finding, or has already placed itself far too unre- 
servedly in the hands of the Oriental Bank Corporation, and 
announced that engagements heretofore made by that body must 
terminate with the expiration of the general contract next Feb- 
ruary, so far as is practicable. 

The condition of the troops in Southern Formosa is now 
healthful, the dangerous season having passed. Nearly 1,000 
sick were brought back to Nagasaki early in October, their 

laces having been supplied from the barracks at that port. 

he whole Japanese force now in Formosa is about 4,000 men. 
The main bodies are held in reserve at or near Nagasaki, to 
which additions are continually sent. 

The impression appears to prevail in American journals that 
Iwakura especially directs the Government in the present crisis. 
This is a mistake. There are three Ministerial offices near the 
Throne, only the third of which in rank is held by I[wakura. 
When he visited America and Europe the second was vacant, 
but this has since been filled by the appointment of Shinmardzu 
Sahuro. The first is occupied by Sangio. Iwakura, in fact, 
takes very little part in the political discussions. 

The public expenses are being reduced in various ways. The 
Mikado and members of the Imperial family have renounced 

of their incomes. Numerous employés have requested a re- 
duction of their salaries, and even scholars in the national aca- 
demies have petitioned that the amount allowed for their educa- 
tion be temporarily reduced, Enthusiasm and offers of personal 
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sacrifices are universal, and volunteers are being enrolled 
throughout the empire. s 

The British Minister has notified the English employed in the 
naval service of Japan that in case of war they must resign their 

sitions. They, in return, have notified the Government that, 
in fsuch an event, they will claim payment for the unexpired 
balance of their contracts, which demand will be rejected as 
preposterous. It is semi-officially announced that the French 
and English troops stationed at Yokohama will be sent home 
before the end of the year. 

It is now doubted whether the Japanese Post-office can be got 
ready for the commencement of the new postal system by the 
1st of January next. The department has decreed a fine of 
$150 for wrongfully opening any letters. 

The United States Minister’s relations with the Japanese 
Government are perfectly harmonious, but his representations 
in regard to the military registration of the servants in his 
service and the employment of Mr. Watson have been passed 
unheeded. 

The Mikado’s birthday was celebrated on the 3rd November 
with the military reviews, State receptions and public festivals 
of all kinds. The foreign Diplomatic Corps dined, by invitation, 
at the Imperial Guest House in Yedo. 

A heavy typhoon has occurred at Yezo. Many sea coast vil- 
lages were greatly injured, and one was entirely destroyed. 
Thirty-three junks were wrecked, and 200 lives were lost. 

The boiler of a steamer on Lake Biwi exploded, and the pas- 
sengers and crew, numbering 100, are reported to have been 
either killed by the explosion or drowned. 

The superfluous supply of silk worm eggs has been reduced by 
burning large numbers of cartoons, and sales are now resumed 
in Yokohama at extremely low rates. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department offering re- 
wards for the discovery by Japanese ships of unknown rocks 
and shoals in Eastern waters. 

The Japanese are preparing to erect fortifications on all im- 
portant points along the coast.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 6th 
November ; the P. and O. mail from London Sept. 18 was received 
on the 2nd November. The following summary of news is from 
the Vorth China Herald :-— 


The races have occupied the week to the exclusion from public 
attention of more serious every-day matters, with the exception 
that contradictory news from the North regarding the difficulty 
between China and Japan has caused some excitement. The 
weather was rather cold during the first two days of the races, 
and the long continuance of rainy weather had broken in upon 
the usual training season. They went off very successfully, how- 
ever. A large number of residents left Shanghai for up-country 
trips about the beginning of race week, some eighty house boats 
being employed in the exodus. But the absence of so many 
from the settlements was partly compensated by the presence of 
a good many visitors from outports. 

garding the Formosan difticulty, without being too positive, 
we think we are justified in saying, from all that has reached us 
during the week, of a reliable character, concerning the progress 
of negotiations at Peking, that there will not be war. A 
despatch to a local Chinese officer of high standing states that 
an arrangement has actually been made. The Japanese asked 
for an indemnity of tive millions, but as the Chinese firmly 
opposed the demand, they reduced it by three millions. Still 
the Chinese would not yield, but further bargaining brought the 
amount down from two millions to half a million taels, with 
which Okubo was fain to be satisfied. The only question re- 
maining to be settled at the time the despatch was written, 
as we are informed, was whether the money should be 
handed over before or after the retirement of the ex- 
dition from Formosa. But there can be little doubt that, 
if matters have been arranged so far, the negotiators will 
trust each other to fulfil the details of the engagement. Our 
infcrmant adds that the withdrawal of Yanigawari from the 
capital along with Okubo is deprived of any untoward signifi- 
cance by the fact that the Japanese Legation is left in charge of 
his second in command. It is highly probable that Yanigawari 
returns with the special Embassy, in order to give an account of 
his own share in the negotiations ; and after the position he has 
held during the present year zersus the Tsung-li Yamen, it 
would be in accordance with diplomatic courtesy and usage that 
he should be replaced as Resident Minister at Peking by some 
high officer who has not been mixed up in the recent unpleasant- 
ness. The foregoing statement is consistent with out last news 
direct from Peking. 

The relations between the Japanese belonging to the war- 
vessel at ‘Tientsin and the local Vhinese are said not to be alto- 
gether amicable, some curiosity shown by the latter to inspect 
the ship being discouraged rather forcibly. The only indications 
of the state of feeling among the Chinese in Shanghai that we 
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have lately heard of is the fact that the Taoutai hus enlisted 


150 men for his body guard, and that native charterers of foreign 


sailing vessels stipulate for a clayse saving them from the conse- 


quences of war.

M. chartered steamer Vancouver, bound to Yokohama, had to 
run for shelter ; and the Vingpo had to anchor more than once 
during her passage, through stress of weather. She also reports 
having seen a large junk ashore, and apparently abandoned, on 
Ashuelot Reef. ; 

As the Dragon was going into Foochow on her last trip south, 
she passed the steamer Atalanta, bound from Hong Kong to 
Shanghai, off Tungying, a few miles above Matsou. The Atalanta 
was partially disabled by the breaking of a screw bearing, and 
turning back, made for the Min. At the White Dogs she took 


a tugboat, and arrived at Foochow safely on the 26th Oct. It 


was e ted that she would be detained four or five days for 
repairs, but that it would not be necessary to dock her. Her 
voyage is thus accounted for. She left Hong Kong on the 
19th Oct.—The mail steamer Delhi met with very rough weather 


during a portion of her voyage from Hong Kong, and lost one of - 


her crew overboard. The Delhi will have to remain at Woosung 


till the 6th Nov. nearly a whole week-—for want of water to 


cross the Bar. 

The arrival, on the lst Nov., of the crew of the ship Lucerne, 
would seem to indicate the abandonment of all hope of recover- 
ing the stranded vessel. The tug Samson went to the vessel on 
the 27th Oct., having in tow a junk for the accommodation of 
the Lucerne’s crew, and a number of coolies to work on the 
wreck when the tide permitted, and also to assist in the recovery 
of any property belonging to the vessel. The tugs Fuhlce and 
Rocket were alongside the wreck when the gale began on the 
27th. They ran for shelter to an anchorage inside the lightship, 
while the junk, containing the crew and coolies, took shelter in 
acreek on the Yangtsze Cape. The captain remained in the 
Fuhlee till the,1st Nov., and then came up to Shanghai. The 
crew walked up from the Yangtsze Cape Creek to the beacon, 
and were brought from thence to Shanghai by a junk. It is 
said the Lucerne lies in a bed of mud about ten feet deep. The 
Fuhlee has left to look afier the junk with the crew and coolies, 
but there is no apprehension felt regarding their safety. 

A decree in the Peking Gazette of 17th October appoints 
Ying-han, Governor of Nganwei, or An Hwuy, to be Governor- 
General of Kwangtung and Kwangse, vice Juy-lin, lately 
deceased. Wu Yuan-ping, Governor of Hoopeh, was at the 
same time appointed to fill the post rendered vacant by Ying- 
han’s advancement, but a decree in the Gazette of the 20th Oct. 
changes this arrangement, and announces that Wu is to become 
Governor of Kiangsu vo rovince), an office which, as we 
noticed the other day, C a Fatal has to vacate on account of 
the death of his mother. 

Among other translations from the Peking Gazette is a minute 
of the trial of Li Kwang-chao, sent up to the throne by H. E. 
Li Hung-chang. The culprit, it will be remembered, endea- 
voured to secure official favour, and, as the investigation shows, 
a big “job,” by making some generous proposals relative to the 
supply of timber to be employed in rebuilding the Summer 
Palace, which proposals he subsequently was unable to carry 
out. He played a high game and lost, and now awaits execu 
tion after a term of imprisonment. But it is not improbable 
that some Imperial act of grace will come to save his head before 
his term of imprisonment is up, and we have heard that in such 
cases, if there are a number of prisoners for execution about the 
same time, the Imperial clemency is sometimes displayed by re- 
prieving a portion of them. Li, however, has committed the un- 
pardonable sin, in addition to attempting a gigantic swindle (in 
which he appears to have been readily assisted by Palace officials), 
of using titles to which he had no right. The details of the 
case, given in the present report, are of unusual interest. 

We regret to hear of the accidental death, at Hankow, on the 
26th Oct., of Mr. W. J. E. Stewart, formerly of Shanghai. Mr. 
Stewart and some friends had gone off to the steamer Shanghat, 
which was to leave the same night, to see a gentleman on board, 
and were leaving the vessel, when in passing to the hulk Mr. 
Stewart missed his footing, owing to the swell in the river. He 
was carried away on the surface of the stream, but did not sink, 
and within some five minutes was picked up by a sampan, whi 
had hastened to the rescue. He appeared to be dead when taken 
out of the water, but protracted efforts were made to restore 
animation, the ill success of which, under all the circumstances, 
led to the belief that death had resulted from shock rather than 
from immersion. :

HONG KONG.

His Excellency Sir Arthur Edward Kennedy, K.C.M.G., C.B., 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief, having returned to the 
colony, the acting appointments held during his Excellency’s 
absence under Notifications 163 and 164 of 15th Octuber last 
have ceased. 

An inquest was held on the 6th at the Government Civil 
Hospital on the body of Captain Lane, of the Imperial Customs 
cruiser Chien Jut. It appeared that the deceased was a British 
subject registered at Canton, but that he died on board a foreign 
ship at sea. It is a nice question whether the coroner here had 
th a or whether the case should not have been taken by 

. M.’s Consul at Canton. However, for the sake of the friends 
of the deceased, it is fortunate that an inquest was held- -as they 
have the melancholy satisfaction of knowing that no medical aid 
could have saved him, for he died from an aneurism of the aorta. 

Last year this time the opium steamer //indostan, in coming 
up the China Sea, was “caught in a typhoon,” when it will be 
remembered a clean sweep was made of all that was on her 
deck, a horse also having been washed overboard. As she is 
reported to have left Singapore only yesterday, the 3Uth instant, 
she must have had to do again with the “demon of the storm” 
after leaving Calcutta, since the reported occurrence of acyclone 
in these regions was about the time the ///adost.n was wired to 
have left. 

The race course was opened on the 2nd, for training, whena large 
number of sporting gentlemen of the colony assembled. Several 
ponies are now taking gentle exercise matutinally. One or two 
others are being rather harder worked, as they are intended to 
take part in the Canton Races, which are advertised for the 17th 
December. We trust that there will be a good gathering here, 
and plenty of sport at the rapidly approachingfraces. Indeed, we 
think that we can foretell as much pretty safely. Besides the 
racing ponies already in the colony, several are coming down 
from Shanghai for certain ; and there is a probability of the ar- 
rival of others from other ports. 

We have seldom seen at St. John’s Cathedral so larve a muin- 
ber of ladies and gentlemen as assembled vn the 6th to assist in 
celebrating the nuptials of Mr. Morland Kerr, the popular man- 
ee of the Oriental Bank, and Miss McNair of Singapore. Mr. 

err’s urbanity of manner and gentle disposition, both in private 
and quasi official life, have gained for him many friends in the 
East, and no better proof could be afforded to the lady who has 
now cast her lot amongst us and to her friends from Singapore, 
of the great esteem in which Mr. Kerr is held here, than the 
crowd of well-wishers that met them at the church this morning. 
After the ceremony, a large number of guests, over eighty we 
believe, were entertained at breakfast at Mr. Nicaise’s of Dinder, 
and the bride and bridegroom left on their honeymoon trip 
about two o’clock, amidst showers of rice, old shoes, &c. We 
only echo the sentiment of the general Hong Kong community 
in wishing the newly married couple long life and many happy 


days. 

HMS. line of battleship Victor Emanuel, appointed to relieve 
the Princess Charlotte, arrived at 2 P.M. on the 4th and anchored 
opposite the site of the boat-house. She has brought reliefs for 

e Military and Naval Forces on the China Station. 

The project of a Chinese company to work the lead mines at 
Wai-chow has met with great popularity. So far as is known, 
it is only proposed that the undertaking should be an experi- 
mental one, and if it succeeds, companies will be started to work 
other mines too. 

We see that the clock-tower has had its birdcage scaffolding 
removed, thereby indicating that the repairs to it are complete. 
It now shows out, “ neat, trimly dressed, fresh as a bridegroom.” 

The Praya has been toa large extent temporarily restored, 
but it is, we believe, in contemplation to effect a considerable 
change in its permanent construction before another typhoon 
need be apprehended. 

We are requested to state that every effort is being made to 
salve the cargo of the Leonor, and that in a few days all will be 
recovered. The agents are waiting instructions from the under- 
writers in London as to the disposal of the two steamers. 

The finding of the Marine Court in the case of David Reed, 
late master of the White Cloud, was read to him on the 5th in 
the Harbour-Master’s office. It is to the effect that he was 
guilty of culpable negligence, and that his certificate be _sus- 
pended for eighteen months. The certificate of William Ellis, 
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‘late chief officer of the White Cloud, was also suspended for 
six months. 

The disaster of the late typhoon is not altogether without its 
good, for it furnishes lucrative employment to certain classes of 
workmen. We hear that the demand for masons and carpenters 
in Hong Kong is so great that over 2,000 of the fraternity have 
availed themselves of the cheap fare of the night boats to come 
down here, where they find ample employment at very remune- 
rative rates. 

We understand that the last pages of Archdeacon Gray’s book 
have gone to press, which, considering its great length of 700 

ages, and the time it was commenced, is creditable to the pub- 
ishers, Much time is of course lost in sending proofs out of the 
Colony for revision, and the necessity in this case has probably 
added a full third to the time of production. ‘The work is deci- 
dedly interesting, and is likely, we imagine, to have a good sale. 

Professor Vanek has so frightened the Chinese with his sleight 
of hand that they are afraid to deal with him. One day he went 
into a foreign goods shop to buy something, and the price agreed 
for the article was $3. e placed this sum on the counter ; sud- 
denly two of the coins disappeared at the touch of the Professor. 
Of course the Chinaman refused to deliver the goods until the 
full amount was paid. The Professor made another touch on the 
remaining coin, and as suddenly the three dollara were on the 
counter ayain. This trick was repeated, until the Chinaman re- 
fused to sell unless the Professor paid him in $1 notes. 

The 3.8. Vongol brought out a large quantity of munitions of 
war for the Chinese Arsenal at Foochow. Ainongst them are 
five Armstrong guns, weighing twenty tuns each, and their car- 
riages, weighing seven tons each, The steamer has gone tu 
Aberdeen to put out this artillery under the Dock Company’s 
shears. The reason of the debarcation here is that water at the 
Foochow Arsenal has decreased several feet in depth during the 
last two months, owing to the silting up of the rive: 

The Hon. P. Ryrie has presented to each of the Messrs, George 
and Edward Taufer a cup and purse containing $155. The 
above is the result of the public subscriptions raised to show the 
general sense of the Messrs. Taufer’s conduct in saving life from 
the steamers Adbuy and Leonor during the typhoon on the 23rd 
of September last. Although individual subscriptions were 
limited to a small sum, the total amount subscribed was $336, 

We observe that Mr. Hayllar, Q.C., has returned to the colony 
per Baroda. ; 

The Curisbrooke took nine days on her recent passage from 
Saigon, and reports very rough weather outside, with a strung 
north-east monsvon. 

Fresh tenders are invited for floating the Adustu off the beach 
at Aberdeen. We sincerely trust that the next effort made will 
be successful. 

A nice little jetty is being constructed’ for the night-steamer 
Haniang. This shows a determination on the part of her owners 
to stick to the trade. 

The local authorities at Canton have sent to the British Con- 
sulate there a number of articles stolen from the steamer Spark 
after the lamentable catastrophe of the 22nd Auust last. The 
Cantonese have been brisker in their pursuit of the pirates than 
have our own police in Hong Kong. ‘The articles identified are 
two of the Spark gongs. 2 watch belonging to one of the crew, 
two tins of Messra, Deacon aud Co.’s Tea musters, one ten-dollar 
gold piece, the property of Captain Brady, an Australian sove- 
reign belonging to poor Mr. Mundy, a tablecloth, and other 
articles. Among the plunder yet unidentified are a rifle, a one 
hundred dollar, ten five-dollar, and five one-dollar notes, 10 
Chinese pawn tickets, 46 Mexican dollars, some Chinese jewellery, 
and a quantity of clothing. 

We understand that the Rev. N. A. Roach, of the London 
Missionary Society, has accepted the charge of Shameen Church, 
Canton, pending the appointment of a successor to the Ven. 
Archdeacon Gray. This appointment, though merely temporary, 
says much for Mr. Roach’s popularity amoug Church of England

! Burglaries and thefts in dwelling houses have lately been of 
| alarming frequency, the thieves in several instances carrying off 
; iron money chests, to the neglect of jewellery and valuables 
jlying in plain sight. Besides this, a considerable number of 
cleverly executed counterfeit Mexican dollars, of both the oll 
‘and the new coinage, have been assiduously put in circulation 
: here, but the vigorous prosecution by the police of all who are 
: caught tendering the counterfeits has checked the operations of 
, the rascals, several of whom have been comiitted for trial at the 
‘next criminal session. Monday, the 9th instant, the Prince of 
‘ Wales’ Birthday, was observed as a holiday by the Government 
‘and the mercantile community. The following evening the 
officers of H.M.S. Charybdis entertained the visitors at Govern- 
ment House with a private theatrical entertainment, in which 








the amateurs proved themselves actors of no mean ability, and 
acquitted themselves most admirably throughout. 


There has been another severe typhoon in the China Sea, which 
was encountered by the P. and O. extra steamer Colombian on 
the 13th instant, on her way from Hong Kong to this port, in 
which she lost two boats, smashed bulwarks, and sustained other 

_ damage. The storm is described as of great violence, and we 
shall probably have to report further casualties. The arrivals of 
steamers ria the Suez Canal have been the Devealion on the 7th 
and Agamemnon on the 9th, from Liverpool ; Galutew on the 9th, 
from Cardiff ; Formosa on the 14th, from London ; Ajobenharen 
on the 16th, from Antwerp ; Crocus on the 18th, from London. 
The departures have been the 7urtur on the 6th, for New York ; 
the Hong Kong on the 8th and J/:ssen on the 14th, for London. 

The Legislative Council has not yet resumed its sittings, and it 
is phoballe little more legislative business will be transacted 
this year. The Supply Bill for 1875, however, which appears in 
the Gazette, remains to be passed. The estimated expenditure is 
$1,485,178, or some $84,000 over that of the present year. 
There is, however, an increase of some $55,000 in the cost of 
establishments, which goes far to make up the difference. 
Penang is again uurepresented in the Council, owing to the 
resignation of Mr. Walter Scott, who was appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. F. S. Brown, and it is as yet 
uncertain who will be chosen to occupy the seat. 


Arrangements are in progress for organising the Administra- 
tion of the Native States in terms of the recent Treaties, and it 
may be concluded that the appointments involved have already 
been determined upon, though these are not yet announced. Mr. 
Birch, the Colonial Secretary, is at present occupied on a com- 
mission to fix the boundaries of the newly-acquired territory 
opposite the Dindings,and Mr. Swettenham is acting as Resident 
at Salangore. The inquiry into the condition of the public ser- 
vice, which has been before the Executive Council for the last 
three months, has been concluded, and the report of the sitting 
and its results is now being drawn up. The Council held its 
sittings throughout with open doors, but the shorthand report of 
the same is not to be published here till it has been submitted to 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies. Whether the finding or 
result of the Council will be made known sooner is not stated, 
but from the aspect of the investigation, so far as the proceedings 
disclosed, there is little cause to doubt that the accusations which 
firat gave rise to the inquiry will be declared to be without 
foundation. 


We are given to understand that his Excellency the Governor 
is of opinion that the Municipality of Penang is responsible for 
the sanitary arrangements in Province Wellesley, and has ac- 
cordingly called upon that body to set itself to work at once to 
improve the drainage, &c., of the different villages. It is fur- 
thermore stated tha‘ the Governor purposes to introduce sweep- 
ing changes in the present system of Municipal Government. 

The Fourth Criminal Sessions of 1874 will be opened on 
Saturday, 14th, and it is understood that the Court will be ad- 
journed till the 16th. We can scarcely be accused of being given 
to unnecessary cavilling when we assert that during the whole of 
our experience in the Settlement we never knew the Supreme 
Court to show less consideration for the jurors summoned to at- 
tend the assizes. Several of these will have to travel tweuty or 
thirty miles to answer their names, and will either have to bear 
the cos t of going back again to their homes in the Province, 
and returning on Monday, or be mulcted in the extra cost of 
living in town. A notice to the etfect that jurors are not re- 
quired to attend till Monday would save all this useless expendi- 
ture, and spare the pockets of many who can ill afford to lose a 
cent. 


We are indebted to a private source for the following transla- 
tions of official telegrams from Atchin to Batavia :— 


A telegram from the Military Commander at Atchin, dated 13th 
October, mentions enemy numerous and busy in the vicinity of our 
establishments. Lieut. A. K. Begemann, wounded whilst patrolling, is 
now better. The blockade of Puasei has been raised. Health not im- 
proved, number of deaths stationary. Since 2nd instant four cases of 
cholera and one of smnall-pox. 

Translation of a Government telegram received on the 5th instant from 
Atchin ria Penang :— 

Tuloh has hoisted the flag ; blockade raised. Banda has returned 
from west coast with rather favourable reports. 

The enemy erecting fortifications in the direction of Longbatta. 
State of health unfavourable ; number of sick and mortality increasing. 
No new cases of small-pox ; cholera, one. 

During the temporary absence of Mr. H. M. Mills, who pro- 
ceeds to England to complete the usual formalities on being 
called to the Bar and to enter on the Midland Circuit, Lieut- 
enant Brackenbury, R.E., A.D.C., undertakes the duties of 
Private Secretary to the Governor. Mr. Mills returns by the 
jasit mail in February. 

The Government Gazette notifies the appointment of Lieut. 
Herbert Meyrick, of the 1-10th Regiment, as a Justice of the 
Peace and Acting Assistant Superintendent of Police and Coro- 
ner for Penang. 
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SHANGHAI MORALITY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Teleyraph.} 
Sir,—Under the above heading a person signing himself 
“ Pater-Familias ” writes, in your issue of the 25th August, 
denouncing the dem/-monde of Shanghai in terms worthy of the 
noble lord who was once good enough to describe this settlement. 
asa “sink of iniquity.” It is by no means as a champion of 
the class just mentioned— admittedly necessary in any large 
community though it may be—that I venture to address you in 
reply, but rather to expose the misrepresentations of your corre- 
spondent—misrepresentations too gross, perhaps, to require com- 
ment, but which still it may be well to correct for the benefit of 
a possible minority of credulous readers. As the simplest 
method I shall deal with them, briefly, in the order in which 
they appear in the communication under notice. 
“ Pater-Familias ” writes :— 


“ The settlement is overrun with European women of various 
nationalities, who are allowed to ply for hire and drive in car- 
riages with livery servants on the Bubbling Well-road, or Rotten- 
row of Shanghai, without interference by the police.” 

The settlement is not “overrun” with such women ; on the 
contrary, their number, in proportion to that of the whole 
male community, is moderate when compared with. that of other 
towns under similar conditions. ‘The supply is, of course, strictly 
regulated by the demand, and the latter is kept within due 
bounds by the very considerable outlay required for the indul- 
gence. It must not be supposed either that the persons in ques- 
tion “ply for hire on the Bubbling Well-road,” a suspicion to 
which the slipshod English of the sentence might give rise, justi- 
fying a horrified reader in the supposition that at the very least 
“books” were unblushingly made up in the public thoroughfares. 

“Tt is well known that young men who are foolish enough to 
visit the dens of these women have heavy bills sent in to them 
next day, under threats of exposure if not paid. This has already 
led to the ruin of several members of our community, and it is, 
in my humble opinion, high time that something was done to 
check this species of swindling.” 

“Tt is well known,” on the contrary, that such bills, heavy 
though they be, are not, except, I presume, in cases of doubtful 
solvency, “sent in next day,” and that “threats of exposure” 
are also simply mythical, for the sufficient reason, did no other 
exist, that such a course would imperil the popularity of a class 
to whom popularity is obviously indispensable. “ The ruin of 
several members of our community ” is traceable rather to share 
speculation and racing, gambling generally, in fact, than to undue 
indulgence in the lusts of the flesh. For the charge of 
“swindling” there is no ground. Here, as all over the world , 
a price, extravagant or not as the case may be, is demanded for 
a certain equivalent. Decision is open as to whether le jeu vaut 
la chandelle. 

“* * itis now possible to walk down Regent-street without 
being jostled by abandoned women in a state of semi-nudity.” 

This is very fortunate for the habitués of Regent-street. 
Before this innovation was introduced there, how much more 
blessed must have been Shanghai, for from the earliest appear- 
ance in our midst of delegates from the section of society so 
obnoxious to “ Pater-Familias,” until the present day, no peel 
I believe, been recorded of a “wife or daughter” having been 
“jostled by abandoned women,” above all, by “abandoned 
women in a state of semi-nudity,” for this is a variety—rare, let 
us hope, even in the past of Regent-street—absolutely unknown 
amongst us. 

“The shopkeepers of Regent-street found it interfered with 
their business, so it was put down ; I therefore fail to see why 
it cannot be kept under in Shanghai.” 

The English have been characterised as “a nation of shop- 
keepers.” Justly would the taunt seem to have been applied, 
since this worthy class has been able, unaided, to produce sucha 
social reform. Why this mighty power has not been directed to 
a similar end in Shanghai is perhaps due to the fact that the 
members of the demi-monde, so far from interfering with shop 
interests, are admirable and valued customers. To the store- 
keepers of our settlement “ Pater-Familias” will therefore 
appeal in yain. 

“ An auction was lately held in Shanghai at one of these houses, 
furnished in the most sumptuous style, the proceeds of the sale 
amounting to two thousand pounds. The question arises there- 
fore from whom did this money come ”? 

Owing, perhaps, to an abject respect for the magnificence of an 
establishment which sold out for two thousand'poundg, the writer 
does not stigmatise is as a “den.” But really the sum does not 
of itself prove, in the Far East, the sumptuous character of the 
domicile. These lines, however, are quoted to mark the naiveté, 
real or assumed, displayed in the concluding sentence. ; 

“Tt (this evil) has been denounced from the pulpit, but still it 
flourishes like an ‘ upas tree,’ killing all who approach its deadly 
influeuce.” 

The less said the better about the notorious denunciation from 
the pulpit, to which I presume your correspondent refers. A 
miguided chaplain made an offensive remark about young men 
coming to the sacred fane, “reeking from the arms of their 
mistresses.” But the physical constitution of the human race 
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must be strangely altered before protests, even when strength7 
ened by pulpit inspiration, can be productive of much beneficial 
result. ‘To conclude this criticism, the metaphor by which “ the 
evil” is represented as “killing all who approach its deadly 
influence ” is but a fitting end to such a quaint jumble of exagge- 
ration and mock morality. 

Wondering sadly what could have led your staid correspondent 
so to trifle with veracity, my eye is attracted by the date of his 
letter—ith July. Here may be the expianation. This da 
marks a great anniversary, which is honoured in Shanghai wit: 
a wealth of convivial observance. “ Pater-Familias ” doubtless 
joined in the general hilarity, and it is, perhaps, to the revulsion 
of feeling which he experienced on regaining his closet to a dark 
hour of racking brow and haply of uneasy conscience that may 
he attributed ap attempted stigma, which, in a calmer, happier 
moment, he would doutless willingly have recalled.—Your

The Court of Administration of the “ Anglo-Deutsche Bank of Ham- 
burg,” in compliance with the wish expressed by a large number of 
shareholders to call a special meeting before the end of the year, and give 
them full information on the state of their affairs, in order to enable them 
to judge as to the expediency of liquidating the concern or continuing 
| to carry it on with some modifications, have convened an extraordinary 
general meeting for the 22nd inst., and in the meantime have drawn up 
a very lengthy report, which has been printed and distributed to the 
shareholders, so that they may appcar at the meeting prevared which 
way to vote. It has been nosecret here for a long time that the affairs 
of this Bank were in a very bad way, and indeed a glance at the share- 
list, where the value has been always going lower and never 
recovering, would suffice to show the merest chance outsider that 
it must be a hazardous investment, as they are now not worth more 
than 423 to 43 per cent. It must, however, be remembered that the 
Bank was founded at that unfortunate period of excitement when the 
wildest speculations were the order of the day, when shares were run 
up in a fabulous manner, private industrial undertakings of standing 
were hought and turned into joint-stock companies, directors were 
picked up in the streets and became millionaires in a few days, and 
everybody believed that the millennium of riches had arrived. Then 
came the general crash, and a panic ensued; bubble companies burst 
every day, directors, who were accustomed to roll down to their com- 
pany’s offices in splendid equipages with blood horses and magnificent 
liveries, suddenly skedaddled and became invisible, many of them taking 
with them the cash-box or other valuables, and in fact sauve qui pent 
was the general cry. Be it understood that I am far from insinua- 
ting that the directors of the Anglo-Deutsche Bank are to be charged 
with any such disreputable mal-practices ; but they, according to their 
own account, certainly kept up with the spirit of the period and entered 
into wild speculations by which the shareholders are losers to the 
amount of several millions, and perhaps as much more will be eventually 
lost if the affairs of the Bank are wound up too quickly, and forced 
sales are effected. 

One of the objects that have turned out most disastrously for the 
Bank is the Transatlantic Steamship Company—the so-called Eagle 
line—in which a large sum of money has been lost, the shares which 
were taken at par being now worth only 22 per cent. The report does 
not say how many shares the Bank originally held, but the directors 
confess to a loss of two million marks. Then another couple of millions 
have been lost by an equally unfortunate purchase of a paper mill in 
Holstein, which was worked by most expensive steam machinery, but 
cannot compete with the smaller establishments worked in the old way 
with a stream of water for the motive power. Another industrial under 
taking in which the Bank tooka largeinterest is called the “ International 
Building and Railway Material-making Company at Frankfort, which, 
however, has managed to pay a dividend of 5 per cent., so that it at 
least covered the interest for the last year. Then a large brewery has 
been constructed at Wiesbaden, and a coal-field of lignites bought in 
Hungary, both of which are worked for account of the Bank, but con- 
fessedly at a serious loss. The sum of 102,235 marks has been lost by 
the dishonesty of one of the servants of the Bank—the chief cashier— 
which, however, is a mere bagatelle in comparison with the other items. 
Large sums of money have been invested in land speculations, chiefly at 
Berlin and Vienna, which are still in possession of the Bank, and appear 
among the assets. After the crash they became unaaleable, and would 
now not find a purchaser if brought to the hammer; but it is 
| just possible that some day or other they may be got rid of without 
| loss though at the cost of several years’ interest on the capital invested. 
The real legitimate banking business has been on a very limited scale, 
and the receipts from Dill-discounting and commission are not worth 
mentioning, and far below the expense of keeping up their large eatab- 
lishment of the palace they bought for offices and their numerous staff 
of liberally paid clerks and other employés, which are put down in the 
balance sheet at 214,409 marks. 

From the above it will be seen that the Bank is in anything but a 
flourishing condition, nor are their prospects for the future very promis- 
ing; and under these circumstances the directors come before the 
shareholders and ask for a general release from their responsibility, 
urging that if they were led into speculations that have proved disas- 
trous, they did it with the best intentions and in the full hope at the 
time cf making large profits for the shareholders. Their second ques- 
tion for the decision uf the approaching meeting is whether the business 
shall be carried on or terminated and wound up. It is kaown that 
there are a great many shareholders very hostile to the directors, and 
indignant at what they consider the reckless mismanagement of the 
whole concern from the very beginning, 
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OG 
THE HEALTH OF THE ARMY IN CEYLON. 

We have already given a summary of the official reports for 1872 on 
the Health of the Army serving in China and the Straits Settlements, 
We now complete tho subject by a résumé of the report from Ceylon. 
The force of white troops stationed in the island during the year was 
the 73rd Regiment, two batteries of the Royal Artillery, and a few non- 
commissioned offices of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment, and details of the 
Army Hospital Corps. The average strength was 1,001, the admissions 
into hospital were 1,026 ; and the deaths, including three invalids at sea 
on their way to England, twenty-five. The admissions to hospital were 
considerably below, but the deaths considerably above those of the 
preceding year. Creneral diseases were less prevalent, but more fatal, 
than in 1871. Two fatal cases of enteric fever occurred among the 
military prisoners confined in the civil jail at Colombo,a building, from 

ross sanitary defects, quite unfit for the reception of Europeans, and 
Eon which it was subsequently found necessary to remove the remain- 
ing military prisoners on account of the prevalence of dysentery in a 
severe and fatal form among themn. Most of the admissions for remit- 
tent, fever occurred in the 73rd Regiment, and the majority of them at 
Trincomalee. At Columbo the admissions for fevers of all kinds fell 
from 111 in 1871 tothirty in 1872, the decrease being attributable, in 
the opinion of the surgeon of the regiment, to the removal of the ram- 
parts, which previously shut out the sea breeze from the fort. The 
diseases against which the Contagious Diseases Act is directed were 
considerably less prevalent. The principal medical officer reported that 
the Act was in full force, but that there were difficulties in the way of 
{ts being efficiently carried out. The increased prevalance and fatality 
of dysentery is attributed in part to the unusually heavy rainfall during 
the year, and the inundation of many parts of the island, but chiefly to 
the insanitary condition of the civil jail at Colombo already referred to, 
‘in which many of the worst cases originated. | Accidents were consi- 
derably below the average, and none of them were fatal. There was 
one case of suicide by rifle shot in the 73rd Regiment, at Colombo, the 
indirect result of intemperance. The Asiatic troops in Ceylon during 
the year consisted of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment and eighty-seven Gun 
Lascars, and the average strength of the whole was 862. The admis- 
sions into hospital were 511, and the deaths nine. Both were much 
below the average of the past ten years. 

Deputy-Inspector-General Watt, after stating that the year had, on 

the whole, been a healthy one, presents the following sanitary report:— 
Dysentery has been more intractable in its form, and double the num- 
ber of admissions have taken place from it than inthe year preceding, 
This is probably due, in some measure, to climatic influences. After a 
long, dry and hot period at the early part of the year, great quantities 
of rain fell, and the country, especially about Colombo—where the 
greatest amount of this dise.se vecurred—was inundated, and remained 
so fora long time. But another marked cause of increase in the num- 
ber of admissions from this affection was the insanitary state of the 
convict prison at Welikada, where dysentery, towards the latter part 
of the year, prevailed as an epidemic, and great mortality occurred. 
As many cases had been sent to the regimental hospitals, some of them 
very severe, I considered it necessary to recommend the removal of the 
military prisoners. This was done, and no cases of discase of any im- 
portance have been admitted since the prisoners have been in the 
Garrison Cells, where they still remain. I would strongly recommend 
that a military prison should be built at Colombo, for the reception of 
prisoners from all the stations in the island. The Garriscn Cells, now 
n use, will soon have to be given up,‘and others built, and it would 
not add greatly to the expense if a sufficient number were built to 
accommodate all the military prisoners, as men are now only sent to 
the Garrison Cells when their sentences do not exceed forty-two days’ 
imprisonment. Many additional buildings have been finished and 
occupied in the course of the year, especially two magnificent blocks 
of buildings at Colombo, At Galle and Trincomalee also new bar- 
racks have been built, and the means of ablution, ventilation, 
and drainage have been improved. Benham’s ranges have also been 
supplied, for the use of the European troops, at nearly all the stations 
in the island, and the dry-earth system is extended to all stations. No 
alterations have taken place in the ritions of the troops, which I con- 
sider are of good quality and sufficiently varied, nor has there been 
any change in the clothing of the troops, which appears suited to the 
climate. The thin flannel shirts which have been issued for the use of 
the sick in hospital have proved a great comfort, as the thick ones 
which were formerly issued were unfitted for use ‘in tropical hospitals. 
I trust that very soon all the hospitals in the island will be supplied 
with them. The water supply throughout the island is generally good 
and abundant. At the new hospital on Galle Face, and the new mar- 
ried quarters adjacent, however, it has been found on analysis to be 
perfectly unfit for use, containing a large amount of animal impurities, 
which seem to arise from soakage from the lake, which is close by, and 
into which sewage of all descriptions is put. The watcr in the new 
barracks is of excellent quality, and a supply is daily sent down for the 
use of the quarters and hospital, for the purposes of drinking and 
eooking. I believe it is in contemplation to lay down pipes.to convey 
pure water from the barracks to the whole of the quarters and hospital. 
The water also at some of the wella at Trincomalee has been found 
unfit for use, but there is an ample supply obtainable from those which 
contain good water. At all stations filters are used. 

Of the European troops only five were sent to England invalided, 
against sixty-one in the previous year ; but fifteen were discharged the 
service at Netley, the majority of whom were invalids uf the previous 
year. Of the Asiatic troops seven only were discharged the service, 
against fifty-one in the previous year. Diseases of the digestive system 
were the chief cause of invaliding in the white troops. The proportion 
constantly sick was considerably lower than in 1371 among the Euro- 
pean troops, and much lower among the Asiatic troops. The average 
sick time to each soldier also was reduced in both classes. The aver- 
age duration of the cases was slightly increased among the European 
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troops, but considerably reduced among the Asiatic troops. A table 
given in the report shows a gradually increasing ratio of mortalit 
among the white troops in this command up to thirty-five years, an 
an excessive death rate between thirty-five and forty. 


THE AGGRESSIVE CHINAMAN. 

The New York Times has the following :— 

He has come to stay. There is no longer any possibility of doubt as 
to his intentions. Ah Sin is permanent. Those Californians who have 
always been opposed to him, and who have disdainfully held him up to 
the gaze of the citizens of the Republic as a shallow Pagan whose hold 
upon our consideration was only temporary, are beginning to despair. 
The yellow son of the Celestial Empire is getting a firm grasp 
on civilisation; he begins to feel the independence of his posi- 
tion ; he no longer cringes. As the courage and independence of 
the Celestial increase, as he feels more and more certain that he 
has established himself on American soil, he discloses charac- 
teristics which indisputably prove that he is getting civilised. The 
Chinaman has not been content with demonstrating his capacity 
for adopting the noble art of self-defence as it is understood in the 
West, but he has still further demonstrated his desire to have an inti- 
mate practical acquaintance with all the peculiar institutions of that 
section. In the vicinity of Marysville, Cal., he has blossomed into 
the full-fledged highwayman. A band of five Chinese, armed to the 
teeth, and provided with the usual profane and slang vocabulary of the 
eccentric “road agent” of the Pacific States, recently stopped an 
innocent emigrant of the Caucasian race and relieved him of a 
large sum of money. Deeply impressed with this method of securing 
fortunes as speedy, and, on the whole, reasonably safe, the imitative 
Pagans have entered industriously upon the business, and will very 
likely have many successors. There is no denying that they evince 
quite as much aptitude for this branch of high art as has ever been 
demonstrated by the more pretentious Caucasian. 

These small instances serve to show the Chinaman in a new light 
and to prove that he is not likely to be much longer content with 
merely dwelling on the outskirts of our civilisation, but proposes to 
enter fully into it. He is no more depicted as the cringing barbarian, 
who suffers all wrong without protest, and mutely accepts his fate, 
whatever it may be; but as a decided element, and one which must 
always be taken into account. He is bold and energetic in mining 
camps and in cities ; he crowds the white man aside now and then. 
The other day the inhabitants of one of the new fashionable quarters 
of San Francisco discovered, much to their horror, that a Chinese colony 
wag about to spring up in their very midst ; that a village of several 
hundred “heathen,” with the accompanying gambling dens, and Joss- 
houses, would arise directly opposite the mansions of aristocrata, unless 
the speculators who controlled the land could induce the aforesaid 
heathen to change their minds. The “Celestial Alderman from the 
Chinese ward” and the “ Americo-Chinese party ” in local politics will, 

erhaps, be among the next announcements; and, in due time, the 
mertcan citizens of California towns may expect to be met with the 
demand from Chinaman that Confucius shall be daily read in the pubiic 
schools. 

PUBLIO-HOUSES IN ENGLAND AND JAPAN.—Mr. Cowper-Temple, M.P., 
while proskiing at a meeting at Gosport on the 14th inst., for the pur- 
pose of establishing 4 working men's club in the town, said one of the 
Japanese Ambassadors who were sent over to enquire into the customs 
and habits of England, in order that they might report to their Em- 

ror what portion of the English habits and customs might be imitated 
in Japan, was pleased to find that in every town and village a public- 
house had been provided. He thought these must be provided by the 
public for the benefit of the pubtic ; and he was much surprised to find 
that the public-house, instead of being a place necessarily for the good 
of the public, was much oftener for the good of the private individual 
who received the public into his house, and, in return, asked them to 
consume a certain amount of his liquor, whether they were thirsty or 
not, and to apend a certain sum of money, whether they liked it or not. 
In Japan, where there was a paternal government, it was likely they 
would establish houses for the public which would be for the good of 
the public. They could not do that in this country, but anything of 
that sort had to be done by private individuals ; and one of the objects 
of the proposed club at Gosport was that it might be a sort of public- 
house for its members. 

THE Late Mr. W. W. Ker.—The will, with one codical, dated 
October 25, 1861, and June 21, 1870, of William Wemyss Ker, late of 
Singapore, who died on October 14 at Langlands, Clapham-park, was 
proved on the 26th ult. by John Cook and Henry Minchin Simons, the 
surviving executors, the personalty being sworn under £50,000. The 
testator bequeaths to his wife, Mrs. Eliza Catherine Ker, all his furniture 
and household effects, £1,000, and an annuity of £200, in addition to 
the provision maie for her by marriage settlement ; he alao leaves her 
his houss, called Langlands, for life. ‘Tho rest of his property goes to 
his six children—lIsabella, James, Robert, Thomas, Mary, and Henry. 

Tax Java Packet, fromm Holland to Java, has picked and landed at 
Batavia a boat's crew of the £ucine, which vessel had been destroyed 
by fire. The boat contained the second mate and eight seamen. They 
had been reduced to the last extremity of hunger, one of the crew, an 
Italian, having been killed and eaten by his companions.

In the Court of Queen’s Bench an action has been brought by 
Messrs. Sassoon and Co., of Bombay and China, against a firm of 
underwriters, claiming a sum of £30,000 for a cargo of opium 
which had been lost in transit from Hong Kong to Ningpo. 
The claim was disputed, on the ground that the insurance only 
covered the voyage from Bombay to Hong Kony. ‘The Lord 
Chief Justice was of opinion that the point should be reserved 
for the decision of the full Court, and directed that a nominal 
verdict should be entered for the plaintiffs, subject to future 
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THE TYPHOON AT HONG KONG. 

THE Hong Kong Government Gazette of October 17 pub- 
lishes a series of reports by the Colonial officials of the 
damages and loss of life caused by the disastrous typhoon 
of Sept. 22 and 23, of which the following is a summary. 
From these documents we can arrive at a more correct 
comprehension of the nature of the disaster; and the 
reports reflect great credit on the local government, from 
Governor KENNEDY—whom, we presume, ordered their 
compilation—to all the officers engaged on them. 

Mr. DEANE, Superintendent of Police, reports that the 
bodies of seventeen Europeans and 604 Chinese have been 
recovered by the police, that over 200 houses have been 
more or less destroyed, that two steamers were sunk in 
the harbour, and eight ships were supposed to have been 
lost, that the destruction of Chinese junks and small boats 
cannot even be estimated, and that in many cases they 
went down, crews and all, so that probably the number of 
bodies recovered does not represent more than one-third of 
the actual loss of life! No less than forty readings of the 
barometer were taken at the central station between 
7.30 P.M. of the 22nd, and 4.20 A.M. of the 23rd; at the 
first-named time it stood at 29°50, falling gradually till it 
reached 28°73 at 2.3 4M. of the 23rd, even shifting to 
‘70; after that time it rose slowly. 

Mr. Ceci, Situ, the Registrar-General, gives the fol- 
lowing statement of the mortality among the Chinese :— 
Drowned : men 419, women 152, boys 93, girls 48, or 712 
in all. Killed by falling houses : men 52, women 15, boys 
12, girls 5, or 84 in all. Total deaths 796, which is pro- 
bably not above 33 per cent. of the real loss of life. Of 
foreigners 14 were known to have been drowned, and 3 
killed by falling houses. Thus we have a grand total of 
813 deaths registered, the result of this awful calamity. 

Mr. Price, Surveyor-General, gives an elaborate report of 
the damage done to the city and outlying villages, and here 
we find the true explanation of the vast amount of damage 
done. That the island, he says, was not many miles dis- 
tant from the focus of the cyclone is proved not only by 
the intensity of the wind (of the pressure of which un- 
fortunately we have no record, as the anemometrical re- 
gister was swept away), but by a feature known to exist 
only within such a focus, namely, the abrupt intervals of 
calm during the height of the gale. These lulls were in- 
stantaneous, often lasting as long as four or five minutes, 
and alternating with the most violent gusts, equally sudden, 
the conjoint action of the two became, as it were, that of 
a battering ram. To these sudden shocks, continued for 
three hours, buildings finally succumbed that would have 
withstood the same pressure of the wind had the latter 
been constant and steady. | Kowloong escaped at first, 
owing to the mountains at the back of it, but was after- 
wards taken in flank. The Surveyor-General roughly 
estimates that about four per cent. only of the houses in 
Victoria escaped injury, i.¢., in other words, from 4,000 to 
6,000 dwellings were more or less injured. At the height 
of the storm, though it should then have been low water, 
the sea was driven back by the wind with such force that 
it washed over the lower portions of the city ; before three 
A.M. the gasworks were submerged and the city plunged 
in darkness during the most anxious period. The Praya 
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Wall for about three quarters of a mile has been so 
broken up that it will have to be entirely rebuilt 
with new material ; and for another mile it has been 
so seriously damaged that it may also have to be re- 
built. After the sea retired, the magnificent Praya was 
left in places like a sloping beach, covered with the stones 
and concrete debris of the sea wall, together with wrecks 
and spars. If the gale had lasted but a few hours longer, 
some of the large mansions fronting the sea must inevi- 
tably have gone, for they were already being undermined 
by the waves. All the wharves along the Praya have been 
swept away or otherwise injured, except the P. and O. new 
jetty and the Hong Kong pier, both timber structures; all 
the granite piers, be it noted, succumbed long before the 
timber jetties, a point which should not be lost sight of 
when the work of reconstruction is begun. All the sewer 
outlets in the Praya wall were destroyed, and the sewage 
dammed in, and what with the stench thus caused and 
that from the decomposing bodies, it is a matter for wonder 
that the health of the colony did not suffer. The Govern- 
ment buildings nearly all suffered to some extent. Go- 
vernment House—with the Law Courts, Lock Hospital, 
and Public Offices—was the most fortunate. The Civil 
Hospital, already old and rickety, has been left in so 
Tuined a state as to be no longer habitable. Victoria Gaol 
has lost part of its roof, and some of its windows, but it is 
still safe as a prison. Stonecutters’ Island Gaol is a heap 
of ruins; many of its main walls are so cracked and out of 
the perpendicular that they must be knocked down. The 
Central Police Barracks, and thevarious Police Stations have 
suffered severely ; a steam launch and other craft were left 
stranded on the basement floor of one of them. The General 
Post-office does not show any external signs of injury, but. 
it has been greatly strained, owing to the weakness of the 
roof timbers. The six principal markets have been dam- 
aged, some in their roofs and some in their walls. The 
schools seem to have come off, on the whole, with trifling 
damage, but the police courts have not been so fortunate. 
The damage to the Harbour-master’s office is surprisingly 
small, considering its position, but the meteorological sta- 
tion has been entirely swept away, instruments and all. 
The Pokfoolum reservoir had the water lifted out of it in 
sheets; the gauge basin and outlet pipe were so choked 
with sand that the water had to be cut off from the city 
for a day to admit of their being put to rights. If we bear 
in mind their position, the Victoria Peak buildings have 
not suffered so severely as might have been expected, 
though, of course, they are much damaged. Of the other 
public buildings the Cathedral has fared best. The Presbyte- 
rian Church and the Roman Catholic Cathedral were partly 
unroofed ; St. Joseph’s Church was laid in ruins, and the 
pediment of the City Hall was blown over, and completely 
crushed the front portico of the building. Well may Mr. 
PRICE remark that the city presents altogether a truly dis- 
tressing sight ; but the typhoon has not been without its 
lessons in showing what style of building will best with- 
stand the fury of the wind. The amount of destruction 
reported in the Government Gardens and amongst the 
trees on the various roads is most lamentable, especially 
when we consider the labour and pains bestowed upon 
them, and the effects of this fearful typhoon will be felt 
there for many years to come. 

Mr. THOMSETT, the Harbour-master, has a sad tale to tell 
He traces the advance of the typhoon, of the approach of 
which sure indications had been given by the barometer 
some hours before it burst upon the devoted island. He 
is of opinion that the casualties to the British and forei 
shipping would not have been so great had more of the 
vessels been provided with heavier anchors, and had cable 
been veered at an earlier stage of the storm than was 
apparently done; but the sudden shiftings of the wind, and 
the simultaneous rise of tide, were doubtless the principal 
causes of the losses afloat. There was literally no place 
of safety for junks and small craft; even Stonecutter’s 
Island and Kowloong Bays afforded them no protection. 
The casualties to junks are as follows :—Twenty-eight 
sunk, and 612 (including boats) driven on shore, of which 
455 are repairable and 157 totally lost ; besides these a 
number of boats are supposed to have been blown out to 
sea from Stanley and have never been heard of since. 
The probable number of lives lost from junks and boats is 
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put at 672. Casualties of various kinds happened to thirty-

three foreign vessels, with crews numbering 874 persons (in- ; and the judicial appointments in the new Courts are now 


cluding passengers in some instances), of whom 672 were 
saved, and the rest are missing, those lost being nearly all 
Chinese. 


THE JAPANESE MINT. 

THE report of the Director of the Japanese Imperial 
Mint at Osaka for the year ending 31st July has been 
issued, and we understand that it is the last which Mr. 
KINDER will issue, as his connection with the Mint is 
about to terminate. It is probably known to our readers 
that, when the Japanese Government decided on the estab- 
lishment of a Mint, they made an engagement with the 
Oriental Bank Corporation, giving then authority to engage 
the principal officers and to act as bankers to the Mint in 
the supply of bullion and other requisites. This agrce- 
ment terminates in February next, and the Japanese Go- 
vernment have signified their intention not to renew it. 
That the work has been well done appears to be satis- 
factorily proved by the certificates of the Assayer of the 
Royal Mint in London. The coinage has been perfect in 
weight and standard. The new silver yen of 416 grains 
has been received in China, the Straits, Java, Siam, &c., 
ona par with the dollar. Some difficulty has, however, 
been experienced since the cuinage of the new American 
trade dollar, which weighs 420 grains, and it is under con- 
sideration to increase the weight cof the Japanese yen. 
The Japanese Mint has successfully attained its object in 
producing a satisfactory gold and silver currency, and we 
must question the wisdom of the Government in severing 
their connection with the institution through whom this 
has been achieved. It seems, however, that the Japanese 
are incapable of appreciating our good old motto of “ let 
well alone.” We trust that the future administration of 
the Mint will be as successful as the past; but the credit of a 
mint is easily shaken, and once let a base or inferior coin be 
traced to it, and the whole coinage will be mistrusted. The 
right of the Japanese to adopt their own views on this, as 
well as all other similar matters we do not question; but we 
repeat, the wisdom of such procedure is decidedly adverse, 
in the long run, to their interests. The bunkum in the 
American papers with the big heads of the “ British 
removed from the Mint,” &c., we can, of course, afford to 
smijle at after the great achievements of General WILLIAMS 
in the way of finance, on behalf of the Japanese Govern- 
ment. In another column we give a summary of the 
Director’s report, to which we have alluded. 


Wirth reference to the paragraph which has been going 
the round of the press about a Chinese prince, speaking 
English, having arrived on an Educational Mission, it 
would be as well to state a few facts, which will perhaps 
settle the question. In the first place, no Chinese prince 
epeaks English, and in the second place no prince could 
be deputed to represent an educational mission. The 
Chinese Educational Mission referred to can only mean 
the Tung-wen-Kwan, in Peking known as the Peking Uni- 
versity, an institution that has had avery chequered 
career ; or the lately established Board of Education for 
Chinese Youths in Foreign Languages and Sciences at 
Shanghai, under whose auspices several Chinese youths 
have been lately sent to America. The present mission is 
probably an off-shoot of this latter establishn,ent, the object 
of which is to promote scientific education for the purpose 
of developing the actual resources of China without the 
necessity of employing foreigners. The great stumbling- 
block which has hitherto presented itself to those Chinese 
statesmen who wish to introduce foreign appliances into 
China is the fact that they must at first employ foreigners, 
This they are unwilling todo. The utter uselessness of 
English public schools as a means of instruction to Chinese 

ouths needs no demonstration. Physics and the English 
anguage are totally neglected in China. 


A SHORT time since we called attention to some proposed 
important reforms in the system of Consular Courts in 
Egypt, some of which would probably extend to the Con- 
sular Courts in the Far East. We learn from a corre- 
spondent of The Times that the consolidation of the various 
jurisdictions in Egypt under one judicial system is no 
longer delayed by the opposition of France and Greece. 
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being filled up. We are informed that an English Judge 
of First Instance is required in addition to the English 
Judge of Appeal already named, and the recommendation 
to the post is intrusted to the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. It is understood that a judge in 
the event of his not being reappointed at the end of 
five years will receive one year’s salary. The French 
system of law, with some slight modifications, will be ad- 
ministered, and all proceedings will be conducted in that 
language. 





THE plant and machinery for the proposed new paper 
mills at Hiogo are ordered for shipment by the Eastern 
Agency Company, per steamer Pernambuco, to leave early 
in January. Mr. LockHart, the engineer who has super- 
intended the construction of the works, proceeds to Hiogo 
by the same opportunity. 


THE new Japanese Minister has arrived in London and 
taken his temporary residence at the Alexandra Hotel, 
Hyde Park. His credentials have been sent in to the 
Foreign-office. The newly-appointed Envoy to Berlin has 
been received by the Emperor. 


WE are glad to notice that H.M.S. Frolic has been 
ordered from Hong Kong to the Sooloo Archipelago. The 
seizures by the Spanish, which we have lately reported, 
render it desirable that we were informed what is doing in 
that quarter. 


THE appointment of Mr. WALTER Scott as a member 
of the Legislative Council of the Straits Settlements is 
gazetted. The appointment of ANDO TaRo as Japanese 
Vice-Consul at Hong Kong has been approved by the QUEEN. 








THE MINT AT OSAKA. 

The report of the Director of the Imperial Japanese Mint at 
Osaka for the year ending 31st July, 1874, shows that the 
amount of gold of standard fineness imported into the Mint 
during the year was 456,944 ounces troy at ‘900 standard, while 
the total for the previous year was 1,310,296, showing a decrease 
this year of 853,301 ounces, The gold bullion of various descrip- 
tions imported was 225,553 ounces. The amount of silver of 
standard fineness imported during the year was 2,300,721 ounces, 
against 2,432,375 in the previous year, the decrease being 
131,654 ounces. The silver bullion of various descriptions im- 
ported amounted to 555,096 ounces. 

During the year 1,724,158 gold yen pieces have been struck 
of the value of $8,620,801 ; 156,080 two-yen pieces, of the 
value of $312,160; and 438,811 one-yen pieces, valued at 
$434,811 ; the total being 2,319,049 coins, of the gross value of 
$9,371,772. The number of silver coins struck was 24,532,529, 
representing a value of $3,496,584 ; and the copper coins were 
36,012,727, representing a value of $285,313 ; the grand total 
being 62,864,305, of the gross value of $13,153,669, showing an 
increase on the year of 36,713,099 in the number of coins. 

There isa marked falling off in gold, which was to be ex- 
pected, for the rate of exchange has ruled against the advantage 
of coining gold, and the amount in circulation is deemed suffi- 
cient. 

The total number of persons employed in the executive de- 
partment of the Mint was 380, pelea Japanese officials and 
operatives. No change has occurred in the Assay-office since the 
last report, and the business continues to be conducted with the 
greatest care and ability. The weighing-room now contains ten 
automatic balances, capable of weighing 100,000 coins per diem. 

The gross receipts of the Mint from the commencement of the 
coinage in 1871 to July 3lst, 1874, are estimated at yen 
2,158,777.00. 

SILVER COINAGE. 

On the 17th March the Japanese Government issued the 
authorisation for the coinage of a new silver one-yen piece of 
improved design, the weight to be 416 grains troy and the fine- 
ness 900, with the value clearly indicated thereon, for the 
guidance of the foreigners as well as Japanese. A considerable 
number of these coins have gone into circulation. The Govern- 
ment of the Straits Settlements recognised the new coin as a 
legal tender, and it was also accepted at other places on the 
coast of China. But although the Japanese silver yen as then 
proposed was the precise equivalent of the Hong Kong dollar, 
the application to his Excellency the Governor of Hong Kon 
for the Japanese yen to be proclaimed in the colony as a lega 
tender was, at the instance of the Chamber of Commerce, re- 
fused. Strange to say, however, the Canton Government imme- 
diately proclaimed the coins for acceptance. The new silver yen 
has been, so far, well received, but serious bea ee were raised 
as to the weight of 416 grains, whilst the trade dollar of America 
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weighed 420 grains. The Government have it under considera- 
tion how far it may be desirable to assimilate the weight of the 
Japanese yen with the American trade dollar. 

he same difficulty presents itself as appears to have been 
felt in the United States. The unit of value is the gold dollar 
in one case and the gold yen in the other, and each country had 
previously a silver coin of the same nominal value, 
“trade dollar” of the United States was authorised by the 


Coinage Act of Feb. 12th, 1873, and the addition to the desig- | 


nation was doubtless to distinguish it clearly from the previous 
silver dollar of 412} grains in weight. “ Further, it is designed 
expressly for export, and has no fixed value as compared with 
gold. It isin no proper sense a monetary standard or unit of 
account, and is not included or referred to when the silver coins 
for home use are spoken of.” 

From similar reasons the Japanese Government may deem it 
necessary to increase the weight of the silver coin intended 
solely for trade purposes amongst those who may find it incon- 
venient to adopt the gold currency of Japan. The designation, 
therefore, would no longer bea “yen,” but as the weight and 
fineness in every respect equal the “ trade dollar,” the same term 
may be adopted, thereby marking distinctly the increased value 
over the legal deviation in weight should be one grain only in 
each direction, and the seignorage or minting charge will probably 
be reduced to } per cent. 

The coinage of silver has been chiefly confined to the smaller 
denominations of subsidiary pieces, which continue to be in de- 
mand, and the silver coins already in circulation being equal only 
to about 41 cents per head of the population, a considerable in- 
crease may be looked for. 

COPPER COINAGE. 

The coinage of copper commenced in December last, and has 
steadily progressed. It has now reached some thirty-six million 
pieces ; to replace, however, the present coinage of the country 
will require many years for the production of the required 
amount, and increased coining power will be necessary to meet 
this demand. 

COST OF MINT. 

From the Commissioners’ account it appears that the total 
cost of the Mint establisnment from the commencement of the 
works in 1865 to 3lst July, 1874, amounts to $1,960,075.00. This 
sum includes the original Mint buildings, the additions and en- 
largements for coinage of copper, the bullion oftices, residences 
for officials, and workmens’ barracks, gas works, coke ovens, store, 
and coal sheds--in fact, all buildings and appliances of whatever 
kind—machinery imported and manufactured, stores from Eu- 
rope and Japan, coals, &c., as well as all salaries, wages, and 
every contingent expense. The appropriation of portions of this 
sum to capital account and current expenditure presents the usual 
difficulties-—large additions to the machinery having been con- 
structed on the premises, which, with endless other appliances, 
are, in the accounts referred to included in current expenditure. 

The following division does not accord exactly with the Ac- 
countant’s arrangements, but I consider it a fair approximation 
of the total under the two headings, viz. :—

For this outlay of 1,500,000 the Government possess a most 
efficiently-appointed Mint, complete in itself, and capable of 
roducing 300,000 to 400,000 coins of mixed denominations, or

the Appendix, showing the superficial area of the principal 
departments. Of the imported stores included in current ex- 
penditure there may be sutficient in stock to supply the require- 
ments of the coming year.

and the expenses decreased. 
| _ With reference to the expenses of the Director’s Department 
it must be borne in mind that the great distance from supplies 
and the necessity for the means being at hand to replace worn- 
out apparatus or injured machinery render many adjuncts impe- 
rative, which would not be required elsewhere. Not only are 
the engineers’ workshops, smithy, &c., on a large scale, lees 
foundry had to be erected. 

Copper, which in any other Mint would be received in a state 
suitable for coinage, has here to be refined. ‘The production of 
coke, gas, and other requirements tend to swell the number of 
the Mint operatives, Again, attention should be directed to 
the large number of coins produced, for this is the chief test to 
enable a fair estimate to be formed as to the capabilities of a 
Mint. The value of the out-turn is no indication of the labour 
and attendant expenditure as the trouble and cost of striking 
a copper rin (1,000 pieces being equal to one yen) is nearly the 
same as would be the case in producing a gold coin of similar 
dimensions. It would be found that the expenditure compares 
favourably with any similar establishment where a like out-turn 
in number of coins is produced. 








THE CONSULAR REPORTS ON THE TRADE OF 
CHINA. 
(Continued from our last.) 
Foocnow. 

Mr. Consul Sinclair reports the receipts at the Maritime 
Customs from foreign trade amount to Tis. 1,658,530, or 
£497,559 2s, 1id., as against Ts. 1,861,208, or £538,362 lla. 11d. 
in 1872. There is, consequently, a falling off of £60,803 9s, in 
the trade of the year. 


With regard to the opium trade Mr. Sinclair says :— 


The chief feature to remark upon is a falling-off in the consumption 
of Patna, a reason for which is gathered from native sources to be owing 
to China-grown drug having been in more general supply, roughly esti- 
mated at about 1,700 piculs, against 1,000 piculs in the year 1872, as 
last spring was inuch milder than 1872, and consequently more favour- 
able for the cultivation of the poppy. The cost is said to be about 
from $300 to $310 per picul, but only very small quantities are taken 
at one time, and probably thereby a le-kim tax is saved. The quality 
of the drug is, however, rather too thin ; it is found necessary, in order 
to meet the native taate, to mix fully one-half of Indian growth to 
furnish sufficient pungency. Persian appears to have been driven out 
of the field as far as this port is concerned. The following are the 
places where the poppy is said to be cultivated for the manufacture of 
opium (the two first-named places are the most important in this 
respect):-——Suz gan Heen, in the department of Wan-chow-foo, ip the 
adjoining province of Chekiang, on the borders of the Fokien province ; 
Tung-nan Heen, in the departmert of Tai-chow-foo, in the adjoining 
province of Chekiang ; and in Tai-ping Heen, in this province. 

Of the import of cotton goods he writes :— 


The trade in piece-goods remains ina very unsatisfactory state. Were 
it not that it occasionally answers the purpose of foreign merchants to 
get up shirtings from Hong Kong to lay down funds in Foo-chow, or 
in order to relieve an over-stocked market in the south, there is little . 
doubt but that the business would be entirely in the hands of the 
native dealers. One of the chief reasons why no effort has been made 
to keep the trade alive, is the fact of the unsound conditions on which 
business isdone. Buyers are allowed to take delivery of the goods with 
a credit of seventy days, no bargain-money being lodged, and a very 
doubtful pledge given that the money will ultimately be paid. The 
buyers are able to sell off the goods and with the proceeds to speculate 
in other goods which they get up from Hong Kong, out of which, 
when sold, the British merchant gets paid the price of his goods at the 
end of the seventy days. But it will sometimes happen that the 
native dealer has not been successful in his speculations and that he is 
unable to fulfil his engagements towards the foreign importer ; hence 
a loss arises which may, in some cases, neutralise the profits on the 
sales for a whole year. The compradores are supposed to be respon- 
sible for bad debts, and consequently, as the trade is go risky, they are 
not disposed to push it. As a convenience to themselves, dealers will 
buy on this market, but it is doubted whether sellers get the equiva- 
lent of Hong Kong rates, the extra expense, loss in interest, and risk 
considered. It is generally supposed, however, that native dealers are 
able to buy goods where there is a larger and more varied assortment, 
and lay them down cheaper than the English importer is able to sell 
them. There is, therefore, but little encouragement to the British 
merchant to give his attention to the imports in cottons and woollens, 
it being a business that gives trouble and causes anxiety. 


Amoy. 

Consul Pedder reports a decline in the value of the trade for 
the year, which may be accounted for partly by the values in 
currency being converted into sterling at a lower rate of exchange, 
and partly by an increase in the clandestine receipts of imports 
landed at other places for transmission into this district, in order 
to evade the excessive le-kin duties. Shipping shows a decrease 
of thirty-nine vessels in the total number entered and cleared, 
but an increase of nearly 10,000 tons in the aggregate tonnage, 
which amounted to 505,310 tons. Imports show an increase it 
a few items, of which the following are most worthy of note:— 
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Cotton yarn was imported to an amount of about 514,000 lbs. over 
the weight received in the previous year. Cotton piece goods show an 
increase in plain cloths of about 13,0U0 pieces. Raw cotton from India 
shows an increase of more than 700,000 lbs. weight, and there was an 
increased importation of nearly $00,000 lbs. weight of native cotton 
from the ‘north of China. Rice was imported to nearly double the 
quantity received in the preceding year. Japan supplied nearly 
118,000,000 Ibs. of the total quantity imported : and the transporta- 
tion of this article from that country to this place afforded profitable 
employment to many of the large British steamers which trade from 
England to China réw the Suez Canal. Bean-cake from the north of 
China shows an increase of nearly 12,300,000 lbs. weight above the 
quantity received in the previous year. 

Jn exports the most noticeable fact is a decrease in the quan- 
tity of tea sent away, the decrease in exports and re-exports of 
this article amounting to about 2,000,000 lbs. as compared with 
the quantity shipped in the preceding season. The falling off is 
attributed to the low prices ruling in foreign markets checking 
speculation here. 

SwatTow. 

Mr. Acting Consul Forest reports that the entire trade of the 
port in foreign bottoms in 1873, when compared with that of 
1872, shows a falling off to the amount of £143,740. This de- 
crease is entirely in the import of native produce and goods, 
such as beancake, rice, and Chinese manufactured articles, and 
that, in spite of this decrease, the trade still compares very 
favourably with that of any of the three years previous to 1872. 


Imports of foreign goods show a net increase of £551,000, and | 


exports a net increase of £397,516. ‘The prosperity of the port 
is therefore still on the increase, and the falling off in native im- 
ports may be considered a fortunate omen, as indicating a return 
of wealth to the inhabitants, who heretofore have been com- 
led, by floods and droughts, to expend their means in obtain- 
se from other parts of China and from foreign countries, 
he gross trade in foreign ships in 1873, as taken from the 
Customs’ Returns, amounts in value to a sum of £5,161,644 ; 
the direct trade amounting to the sum of £2,566,432, and the 
indirect to £2,595,212. A most satisfactory increase is to be 
observed in most articles of British manufactured goods. This 
is attributable to the good harvests of last year, the absence of 
floods, and the general peaceful condition of the inhabitants of 
this circuit, who are beginning to find out that it is far more 
rofitable to develop the resources of their territory than to 
indulge in universal fighting, which, until lately was their 
usual method of spending their time. 

The gross value of the export trade in 1873 amounted to 
£1,751,915, as against £1,366,421 in 1572, showing an increase 
of £385,494. 

CANTON. 

Sir Brooke Robertson reports that the value of the trade for 
1873 was £7,475,839, as against £9,030,031 in 1872, showing a 
falling off of £1,554,191. Remarking upon this, the report 
gays :— 

It must be taken into account that never within the memory of 
those engaged in the China trade has so much depression existed both 
in China and in England as during the past twelve months ; various 
causes have contributed to this, not the least among which has been 
the stagnation of the home market and the high prices paid for tea and 
silk in China, and the two combined have been as disastrous to forcign 
trade as a war would be, and probably more so. But we must look a 
little further than this for failure, and perhaps it will be found in the 
altered state of commercial relations. For the past ten years a trade 
which was in the hands of the few has drifted into those of the many. 
Formerly capital was an essential clement of commerce, now it is not, 
for the banks replace it by advancements on shipments, the result being 
that trade is thrown open to all comers, competition follows, and with 
it high prices in China, and an over-stocked market at home; such 
being some of the evils attending an unsound system. 

The export of tea for the year was 87,555 piculs, against 
110,288 piculs in 1872, or 11,714,101 Ibs., against 14,705,052 Ibs., 
or 2,990,951 Ibs. less in 1873. 

Of the import of opium the report continues :— 


It is difficult to say what amount of opium is taken by this province, 
for no article is so largely smuggled from the British colony of Hong 
Kong, the facilities for that purpose being great, and the Chinese such 
adepts at it. A coast line of its entire length, studded with creeks, 
bay, and rivers, towns, and villages, with a hardy maritime population, 
an imperfect Customs service, except at Canton, the capital, which is 
situated ninety miles inland, and at the port of Swatow, afford oppor- 
tunities for evading the duties, which are taken advantage of to their 
fullest extent. Within the last few years stations have been estab- 
lished on the mainland, in the neighbourhood of Hong Kong, and 
steam cruisers are employed in stopping and searching suspicious junks 
leaving the colony ; but their seizures are insignificant, and they are 
too few in number to effect much in checking the contraband trade, 
which flourishes to an extent scarcely credible. 

On piece goods :— 

None are imported by foreigners ; but that the trade in them is large, 
being brought from Hong Kong by Chinese, ample evidence is afforded 
by the shops in this rich and populous city, independently of the people, 
who are clothed to some extent in foreign manufactured cloth ; but 
great complaints may be heard of tho inferiority of these goods of late 
years, and there can be no question that such has seriously militated 
against what might have developed into an unlimited importation ; and 
whilst the Chinese Government is denounced as being inimical to foreign 
trade, and throwing obstacles of all kinds in the way of this develop- 
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ment, we, on our part, are doing our best to ruin it, and then lay the

clays, and facing them with size to cover deficiency in material and 
quality, there was every prospect of our supplying a large proportion of 
the population of China with clothing ; for, giving a sound and cheap 
article, no Chinaman would be moved by patriotic instincts to support 
home manufactures by clothing himself with home-niade cotton fabrics, 
if he can get tho foreign articlecheaper; but this he will do if he finds 
aed latter worthless—thus showing that, after all, honesty is the beat 
policy. 








PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY. 
(New York Times, Dec. 4.) 

The differences and bickerings which have for some time past existed 
among the directors of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company culminated 
yesterday in the resignation by Mr. Ruasell Sage of his position as Pre- 
sident and director of the company. 

The following is Mr. Sage’s letter of resignation :— 


“ To the Board of Directors of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 
“New York, Dec. 8, 1874. 

“ Gentlemen,—My duties and engagements elsewhere are so pressing 
that I have not the time to devote to the labours of the office of Presi- 
dent and director in your company. I, therefore, resign thesame. The 
mission of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company is a noble one, and if 
its management is a wise and economical one it should ensure success, 
That this may be its future history is the sincere desire of your obe- 
dient servant, “ RussELL Sage.” 

The resignation was accepted, and Mr. William H. Guion assumed 
the duties of the office as President pro tem. The following circular 
was subsequently issued :— 


“ Office of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, Nos. 59 
and 61, Wall-street, New York, Dec. 8, 1874. 

“ A full report of the condition of this company is being prepared, 
and will be ready for the stockhulders within ten days from date, 
This report will give a list of liabilities of the company and assets, 
names of the steamers built and launched since the last annual state- 
ment, and amounts they cost. Also payments made on the three 
steamers contracted for. Meanwhile I state, with the full concurrence 
of the Board of Directors, that the statements which have recently 
appeared in the public prints us to the liabilities of the company are 
incorrect. “Rurvs Hatcu, Managing Director. 

“ Attest —THropore T. Jounson, Secretary.” 

INTERVIEW WITH MR. SAGE, 

A reporter of the Zimes had an interview last evening with Mr. Sage 
in regard to his resignation. Mr. Sage said that, under the circum- 
stances, he naturally felt some delicacy in saying much in reference to 
the affair. He was free to say, however, that he had for a long time 
been utterly dissatisfied with the manner in which the affairs of the 
company were being administered, but, notwithstanding, he felt that he 
was powerless to rernedy the evils he witnessed. Consequently he had 
determined to resign. He had not fully made up his mind on the 
subject until Sunday last, when the managing director made a clean 
breast of it, and revealed to him the actual condition of the company. 
Until he received that communication from Mr. Hatch, it had been his 
belief that the statements published in the newspapers about the com- 
pany’s financial affairs were at least exaggerated, but he found that he 
was entirely mistaken, and that things were not only as bad as repre- 
sented, but much worse. As an instance, he would mention the fact 
that the bank account at San Francisco had been overdrawn to the 
extent of $176,000. That fact had been kept studiously concealed. 
He (Mr. Sage) also ascertained that the assets of the company had 
been grossly vver-catimated, and the liabilities correspondingly depre- 
ciated. Under these circumstances he deemed that the best course for 
him to pursue was to dissolve his connection with the company. 

In reference to the sum alleged to have been expended as a corrup- 
tion fund, to procure the subsidy from Congress, Mr. Sage declined to 
giveany,specitic information beyond the statement that the cheques made 
out by Irwin covered some three-quarter million dollara. 

Finally Mr. Sage said that with such a change in the affairs of the 
company as would ensure ecoromy and good management, the concern 
ought to havea brigkt future. At present it was being badly managed, 
and waslosing money. The most pressing thing at the moment was a 
proper arrangement with the Pacific Railroads, which would put an end 
to the present ruinous cumpetition. He had done his best to bring about 
amicable relations between the Pacific Mail and the Pacific Roads, but 
all his efforts in that direction had been deliberately thwarted. The 
charge that he had been in the habit of ‘ Bearing” the stock Mr. Sage 
emphatically denied. 

The allegation in a morning paper that the proceeds of the 6,000 
shares sold by the company a few days since had been devoted to the 
discharge of the indebtedness of the corporation to him (Mr. Sage) was 
untrue. The Pacific Mail Company was still in his debt to the amount 
of $125,000, 

INTERVIEW WITH MR. W. H. GUION. 

Toa Times reporter who called upon him last evening Mr. William 
H. Guion stated that no president of the company has yet been elected 
to take the chair of Mr. Russell Sage. He (Mr. Guion) is not the Pre- 
sident, and it is scarcely likely that he will be. When the Vice-Pre- 
sident went to Europe last May the directors elected what he called a 
“ President pro tem.’’ who, in case of death or resignation of Mr. Sage, 
would act as President during the interregnum thus created, and until 
the election of another President. Mr. Guion was elected ‘“ President 
pro tem." in May, and he is now Acting President ; but when the Board 
of Directors will go into the election of a regular President was more 
than he could or would tell. The cause of Mr. Ruasell Sage’s resigna- 
tion (Mr. Guion said) was his inability to get along harmoniously with 
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that were constantly recurring at the meetings of the board ; and it 
was in the hope of restoring some sort of harmony in the Company 
that he concluded “to step down and out.” Mr. Sage’s letter of re- 
signation would not state the nature of those troubles, and Mr. Guion 
was decidedly averse to saying anything whatever, either on that point 
or on the financial or other affairs of the Company. 

FORMATION OF THE OPPOSITION LINE, 

Vice-President Collis P. Huntington, of the Pacific Railroad, re- 
ceived the following despatch from San Francisco concerning the es- 
tablishment of a steamship line on the Pacific Ocean :—“ The Occi- 
dental and Orient Steamship Company of San Francisco on Monday 
filed an act of incorporation. The directors are Leland Stanford, 
Charles Crocker, David D. Colton, Lloyd Tevis, and Mark Hopkins. The 
capital is $10,000,000, in 100,000 shares of $100 each.” Mr. Hunting- 
ton said to some New York reporters that the new company would 
organise temporarily by the election of David D. Colton as president. 
After the details of organisation had been effected there might be a 
change in the presidency, but that would rest with the stockholders. 
The company had not yet secured the requisite steamers, but had the 
option of thirty vessels from various owners. They would require se- 
veral at the start. and would increase them as occasion required. The 
vessels would ply between San Francisco, Hong Kong, and Yokohama, 
and would carry the bulk of the railroad freight. The Pacific Railroads 
had no official representation in the new company, but the several cor- 
porations would work in harmony. Being asked if the new company 
was an opposition to Pacific Mail, Mr. Huntington said that no such 
statement appeared in his despatch. The new company was not an 
opposition to anything, but was intended to carry freight and passen- 
gers, and would do it in a manner best adapted to promote their inte- 
rests and increase their business. 





THE WESTERN CHINA SURVEY. 
The following circular has been issued to merchants and 
others at Rangoon by Colonel Duncan, on behalf of the Chief 
Commissioner :— 


I am desired to inform you that his Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor-General in Council has resolved to send an expedition from 
British Burma to Yunan to explore the trade routes between Burma 
and Western China, and to report generally upon the commercial 
prospects of those countries. 

2. The expedition will be under the leadership of Colonel Horace 
Brown, and will consist of himself and three selected officers. They 
will proceed probably towards the end of December, via Bhamo to 
Talifoo and Yunan. 

8. The object of the mission is to explore trade routes, to ascertain 
the difficulties that exist in the way of opening up the old trade routes, 
and how the routes could be improved, and to report upon the best 
means of transport, the burdens to which trade is subject, the mea- 
sures which it may be practicable to adopt for the protection of trade 
and the agency through which it would appear most advisable that 
trade should be carried on. 

4. The members of the mission will also obtain as much information 
as possible regarding the conditions, resources, history, geography, and 
trade of the territories through which they may pass. 

5. Should there be any special points which you are of opinion 
should be investigated by the mission in the interests of trade and 
commerce, the Chief Commissioner will be glad, if possible, to add 
these to the subjects which will have the attention of the expedition.

The uncermentioned vessels, which have exceeded their commissions of 
three years, are still without orders for home :—Avon, gunvessel, com- 
missioned July, 1871 ; Dwarf, gunvessel, commissioned July, 1871; 
and Hornet, gunvessel, commissioned November, 1871. 

Assistant-Controller Purkis, who has been on leave since his return 
home from China, succeeds Agsistant-Controller Nagle at Devonport Gun 
Wharf. Assistant Controller Gibbons hasbeen appointed to Portsmouth 
Gun Wharf, on return from Nova Scotia, vice Assistant-Controller 
Molony, who left England recently for Hong Kong, to take up the 
duties of Principal Control officer in the China command. 

Colonel H. A. Sarel, C.B., has been appointed aasistant-adjutant- 
general at Dover, vice Colonel A. M. McDonald. Colonel Sarel served 
with the 9th Lancers during the Punjaub campaign of 1848-49, also 
throughout the Indian Mutiny of 1857-9, and he acted on the staff of 
Sir Hope Grant in China, in 1860 (brevet of lieutenant-colonel, medal 
with two clasps for the Taku Forts and Peking). 

Staff-surgeon William J. Wilson, M.D., whose death we have already 
announced, entered the navy in 1846. He was advanced to staff sur- 
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geon on Dec. 2, 1868, and was appointed, Sept. 28, 1870, to the Iron 
Duke, 14, Capt. E. H. G. Lambert, on particular service, and subse. 
quently commanded by Captain William Arthur, and flagship at China 
of Vice-Admiral C. F. A. Shadwell, C.B. 

Brevet-major O'Shaughnessy, of the first battalion of the 12th Regi- 
ment, is to serve for a short extra period on the staff in China, and ig 
expected to return to England about the end of 1875. He left Alder- 
shot for Hong Kong in 1869, and has been employed on the ataff ever 
since, 

Lieut. Stewart Polkinghorne, of the Royal Marines, has been inva- 
lided from Japan, and, having disembarked at Gosport, has been 
granted four months’ leave of absence fur the benefit of his health. 

Lieutenant Warton, of the 10th Foot, is under orders to return 
home from Singapore to relieve Lieutenant Holme at the depot at 
Colchester. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
AMSTERDAM, Dec. 16. 

The Parliamentary campaign is approaching its end. It is probable 
that the Budget debate will be concluded this week. The Budgets of 
Foreign Affairs, Justice, and Home Affairs have been carried, and also 
that of the Financial Department. The Minister de Willebois had 
some hard nuts to crack with reference to the Naval Budget. But all's 
well that ends well. The Budget of this Minister was carried by a 
large majority. The main question was the salaries of naval officers, 
and the theme of tho Liberals was that the Minister intended to give 
in some cases too much, in others too little. The opposition against 
the Minister was, however, futile. The debate opened with a most 
curious attack of Mr. Fabius against the liberality in our system of 
punishment, and he urged that corporal punishments should be r-in- 
troduced. This was, according to his opinion, much to be preferred to 
our present system of punishments. Mr. Nierstrasz supported this 
idea, but the Minister was wise enough to refuse to grant the request. 
He also declined to agree with the complaint that our blockade 
squadron in Java was insufficient. The defence of the Minister 
was, on the whole, very poor, and I must indeed regret that our 
eloquent members of the Second Chamber chose him as their victim. 
The struggle against the Minister of the Financial Department had an 
exceptional character. This was a question of principles. Till now it has 
been usual that: those who keep the key of our Treasury should so value 
the national income that there should always be a favourable balance. 
Mr. Van der Heim isof opinion that thisis unnecessary, and he has changed 
thesystem. Some members were afraid that this was not quite secure ; 
it was, they demonstrated, better to have a more or less ccnsiderable 
surplus than that revenue and expenses should balance. The state of 
our finances, it was asserted, was so favourable because we had always 
applied that rule prescribed by prudence. And there was even such an 
enormous opposition against the project to throw this custom over- 
board, that the Minister will perhaps have to choose between his plan 
and his portfolio. Of more importance still was the debate about 
our Education law. It was laid before the members of Parliament by 
Mr. Thorbecke in 1857, and carried after a very sharp debate. In that 
year it was a gigantic step forward in the Liberal path, but since that 
year scarcely anything has been done to introduce improvements. In- 
stead of going gradually forward we took the way of the lobster, and 
the consequence, of course, is that our instruction system requires 
much improvement. Our Liberals, however, are afraid to touch that 
law, because they are quite convinced that they would lose ground if 
they even dared to try to alter it. The opinion that our Minister of 
the War Department would fail to carry his budget is now changed. 
He will, it is believed, obtain a small majority. 

A rumour is circulating here that a Dutch-American Bank will be 
established in this town. Thisis the only thing which was wanted. 
Our capitalists, both large and small, have made such a profitable busi- 
ness with shares of American railways that they will be quite ready to 
subscribe the necessary capital for this Bank. The lull at the Bourée 
still prevails ; transactions are of no importance. Money is rather 
abundant, but some failures—amongst others, that of Schaaf and Suur 
with liabilities of fes. 700,000—made a miserable impression. A good 
demand has prevailed on the Exchange for shares of the East India 
Trading Bank. The price went up from 98 to 108 per cent. in conse- 
quence of the rumour that this year had been very profitable, so that a 
good dividend will be paid. 

A letter has been sent anonymously to the address of General Knoop. 
It is an acle d accusation against General Van Swieten, who is said to be 
destitute of energy and tact. The author (who signs himself “ Brutus”) 
says that there is no other plausible reason why the Commander-in- 
Chief repeatedly stopped the military operations than that he was an 
optimist pur sang, and thought that the foe would quietly submit, In 
this expectation most valuable time was sacrificed, and when the belief 
was not realised, it was too late, as the Atchinese had taken positions 
around the Kraton. If General Van Swieten had acted more energe- 
tically, then, most certainly, the second expedition would not have 
been only a half success. 

The members of the First Chamber will meet on the 17th inst., for 
the despatch of business. It is, however, very doubtful whether we 
shall be ready with the several Budgets before the Ist of January, as 
it is prescribed by the Constitution. 

As a curiosity, I may mention that the daughter of Professor 
Opzoomer, only sixteen years old, has written a tragedy in the German 
language which is generally highly spoken of. 

I regret to record the deuth of Mr. J. W. Smissaert, a gentleman 
well known in East India circles. He died at the Hague. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Our market for Colonial Produce is of course badly influenced by the 
very advanced season. There is only some demand for direct consump- 
tion, and prices are with difficulty maintained. Even the public 
auctions have not given a satisfactory result. The only article which 
has met with any qa has been Arrack, of which about 250 casks 
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ex Voorlichter and Grondwet changed hands at fes. 244 to fes, 246, 
The imports have been of no importance. The only vessel which has 
arrived has been the steamer Koning der Nederlanden. The Prins 
Hendrik has started for Java. 

The weather is horrible ; rainy and stermy, but, perhaps, this is the 
precursor of a welcome frost.

CASUALTIES. 


PortsmMoutu, Dec. 10.—The State of Virginia (str.), Moodie, from 
London, to Singapore and China, has put into Spithead, with condens- 
ing pipes out of order, and left again on the 18th. 

We learn by telegram from Hong Kong that the steamer Mongol, be- 
longing to the London, China, and New York Stcamship Company, 
went down off the Nine Pin, master and fifteen hands lost; she left 
Hong Kong on the 11th inst., with a general crago, for Yokohama. 

The Burmese (str.), jettisoned 287 casks and barrels coffee and ten or 
twelve tons coir. 

The Glenisla, Watts, London to Penang, lost an anchor and sixty 
fathoms chain in the Downs during the gale Dec. 10; they have been 
replaced. 

Advices from Mauritius, Nov. 13, report that the Prinses Amalie, 
Timmermann, from Amsterdam to Batavia, put in there Oct. 7, with 
damage, has been trimmed by the stern to repair the leak in her bow— 
cargo uninjured. 

St. HeLtenxa, Nov. 21.—The Chacma, Gallichan, arrived here from 
Colombo, encountered a hurricane, Sept. 9, in lat. 4S., lon. 82 E,, 
throwing the vessel on her beam ends, and causing the cargo to shift ; 
a heavy sea also broke over her, gutting the cabin, smashing the sky- 
lights, and washing away several movable articles from decka. 

PiymoutH, Dec. 13.—The Min (str.), Morgan, from London to Yo- 
kohama, &c., arrived here, had cabin flooded, and received other da- 
mage. A later telegram states :—Min, cargo all right, hatches perfect 
order, repairs expected to be finished on 17th, two lifebvats slightly 
damaged, movable articles washed from deck. 

The outward P. and O. steamer Lombardy, from Southampton, with 
the heavy Bombay mails, had to put into Plymouth on 10th, through 
stress of weather, and has returned to Southampton to repair damages. 

Advices from Malta, Dec. 8, state that the United Service (str.) had 
been surveyed ; four holes found in her bottom, and several plates to 
be badly corroded, the cement gone, and many rivet heads eaten away. 
The steamer will therefore be placed on the hydraulic lift, which will 
be ready for her by the time she is sufficiently lightened to be lifted 
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without risk. The vessel was on her way home, for the purpose of 
undergoing thorough repair, both to hull and machinery. 

The Ionia (str.), Jeffreys, from Java, &c., to Rotterdam, has put into 
the Motherbank short of coal, and with four of her crew disabled. 

RorrerDaM, Drv. 11.—A telegram from the master of the Masaluis,
